Tho drive on Amiens for which the Germans plunged 
desperately hut failed to reach in the great offensive last 


month was resumed today. 


In the effort to push toward this important junction 


point and allied base the enemy this morning hunched a 
heavy attack on a front of 20 miles. 


The attack represents a continuation of the persistent 
German effort to push in between the French and the Brit­ 


ish b y striking heavy blows near their point of junction. 
The Germans have been working up a strong a r t i l l e r y 


fire along virtually the whole British southern front for 


days, hut the preliminary intensive bombardment was o n 
comparatively short duration.

this morning, followed shortly by the advance of the in­ 
fantry.

In making their apparently successful attack on the 
German submarine nests at Zeebrugge and Ostend the 
British fleet, assisted by the French, has given the German 
fleet something to ponder over. British sailors and marines 
who have returned from the gallant enterprise report that 
the gate to the lock of the Bruges canal has been blown up 
and the water let out into the North Sea. 
British naval writers give varied estimates as to how 
long it will take the Germans to repair the damage done, 
ranging from many days to m any weeks

There is some little evidence already and more of ii is 
accumulating every day that the politicians would, very 
much, like to have the uninterrupted attention of the pub­ 
lic for a short time while they present their claims, as they 
see them, for public office. 
Public attention is given over now almost wholly to 
the consideration of war wot* and one necessary activity 
is scarcely concluded until another one equally as neces­ 
sary is launched. 
Thus far the politicians and the office seekers have 
remained in the background very handsomely, hut the time 
is growing short now and if they are to be granted a hear 
ing by the public, at all, it must be soon. 
I he truth about the matter is tli.at there is little dif­ 
ference now between the political parties— there is no is­ 
sue in t his off year election save the desire to secure office. 
I here is but one purpose now cif the .American people and 
that is to win the war— and that work excludes every other 
consideration.

I here seeitis to he no doubt, in the opinion of expert 
pert observers, that Germany is making preparations for 
another terrific drive on the allied lines in France and 
Belgium. 
The initial offensive and the second attacks, having re­ 
sulted in failure so far as realizing the German plan, even 
approximately, is concerned, the Kaiser s commanders 
now find their armies occupying a position which is not 
only a menacing one, but one which compels them to exert 
every effort to push on, seizing every and any opportunity 
as it develops. 
The elaborate general plan which had been so care­ 
fully worked out by the German general staff has long 
since been abandoned and allied commanders have not 
been unmindful of the coming of the very condition which 
now confronts the Huns. 
With a large part of the forces 
of the Central Powers pushed forward into the salient ex­ 
tending into the lines of the allies, occupying barren low 
ground with no protection against heavy and continuous 
artillery fire, with the problems of provisioning and furn­ 
ishing supplies ever increasing in gravity, because of the 
entire absence of adequate transportation facilities, the 
German forces are occupying a position which may, unless 
it is improved by the capture of important railway and 
road centers, or evacuated by a general withdrawal, result 
in overwhelming disaster. 
Preceding the third assault, now believed in process 
of forming, the German forces face two stern alternatives 
— attack in force or withdraw—and between these two 
they must choose. 
No matter, either, which course is finally determined 
upon there is the attendant peril— the first, of course, the 
danger of defeat by the allied army, and the second the ef­ 
fect on the long suffering people of Germany who were 
promised a complete and early victory in the west as the 
consideration for the terrible sacrifices they were called 
upon to endure in order to make the first great offensive 
possible.

Submarine Bases Raided 


The British and allied navies on Tuesday to o k the 
long expected initiative action against the German subma­ 
rines and in one of the most spectacular activities of the 
war attacked the bases on the Belgian coast. 
The attack took the form of that used by the Ameri­ 
can naval forces so successfully at Santiago, Cuba, during 
the Spanish-American war when Richmond Pearson J loh- 
son sank the old Merrimac at the mouth of the harbor, 
bottling up Cervera’s fleet, to the extent at least of com­ 
pelling the ships of the Spaniards to emerge in single file, 
and thus become the prey of the American warships wait­ 
ing outside. 
The wily Spaniard remained inside the harbor at all 
times, while the Germans have been making d a s h e s to the 
open sea with their submarines. 
We have Sir Erie Geddes’ statement that the attempt 
was reasonably successful and that the Bruges canal has 
been blocked. 
If the American plan of attack does not prove wholly 
successful it will at least hamper 
the 
activity 
of 
the 
U-boats. 
It will demonstrate, too, to the German Admir­ 
alty that the allies are determined to carry the fight to the 
submarine; that they will not be content to wait for the 
German navy to come out and fight. 
Of the heroic men who executed the great achieve­ 
ment too much in praise cannot be said. 
Every man who 
set out on that expedition knew that his chance of return­ 
ing alive were slight indeed.

law*s are pending in the House. They 


deal with election of directors, pe r­ 


mission for national banks to act as 


in fiduciary capacities, authority to 


issue new denominations of federal 
reserve notes, reserve requirements 
and other matte rs vitally 
affecting 
banking operations. 
All these changes are proposed in 
a bill based on administration rec om ­ 
mendations and have been favorably 
reported from the Banking and Cur­ 
rency committee by Representative 
Phelan, of Massachusetts, 
Under the 
provision of the bill the present law 
is modified so as to leave to the dis­ 
cretion of th*? Federal Reserve board 
the grouping of th e mem ber banks of 
each district into three general groups 
or divisions without the psesent re­ 
quirement that ea ch group shall con­ 
tain as nearly as may be one-third of 
the aggregate n u m b e r of the banks 
of the district. 
Tho purpose of this 
modification is to make as secure as 
possible a fair an i equal rep resen ta­ 
tion on the directorate of the federal 
reserve banks for 
each 
group 
of 
banks, the large 
medium siz ed 
and 
small banks 
It also proposed to replace the pres­ 
ent ballot method of electing a dis­ 
trict reserve elector, by a provision 
permitting each m em b er bank, to a u ­ 
thorize its president or oth er, officer 
to cast its vote in such elections. The 
aim is to obtain wider participation 
by the banks in the election of fed­ 
eral reserve bank directors.

$1,666.38. and th e amount unpaid was 
$239. 
Last year in Fayette county 
126 sheep were killed bv dogs, and the 
sum of $634 15 was paid out for the 
sheep, 
In 1868 the number of sheep in 
Fayette county was 64,042. 
In 1885 
this number had decreased to 29,025 
and in 1900 a further decrease to 14,- 
494 was recorded, while last year the 
number had dropped down to 7,151, 
as shown by the tax returns. 
How­ 
ever. this last figure is believed to be 
much lower titan the present number 
of sheep in F a y e t t e county, although 
in all probability Hic number of sheep 
at present is about one-sixth tho num­ 
ber in the county in 1868 when vast 
a r e a s of the county were not under in­ 
tensive cultivation and sheep were 
allowed to roam over tracts of land 
hundreds of acres in extent.
